© In an electronic cash implementing method, a 
user makes a bank apply a blind signature to user 
information Vi produced, by a one-way function, 
from secret information Si containing identification 
information, thereby obtaining signed user informa- 
tion. Further, the user makes the bank apply a blind 
signature to information containing authentication in- 
formation Xi produced, by a one-way function, from 
random information Ri, thereby obtaining signed au- 
thentication information. The user (200) uses an in- 
formation group containing the signed user informa- 
ff) tion, the signed authentication information, the user 
^ information and the authentication information, as 
electronic cash for payment to a shop. The shop 
(300) verifies the validity of the signed user informa- 
tion and the signed authentication information, and 
produces and sends to the user an inquiry. In re- 
0) sponse to the inquiry the user produc s a response 
CO Yi by using secret information and random informa- 
q tion and sends it to the shop. Having verified the 
validity of the response the shop accepts the elec- 
tronic cash. 
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
